Greeley Hjalm ar Schacht became 
president of the Reichsbank Thurs­ 
day succeeding Dr. Hans Luther who 
resigned after an agitated sitting 
of Reichsbank directors which last­ 
ed nearly five hours. 
Thus Schacht, stormy petrel of 
German finance and politics, who 
quit the Reichsbank presidency in 
protest against Germ an acceptance 
of the Young plan, returns to much 
more power than any Reichsbank 
president ever had. 
In the last three years Schacht 
has developed into Adolf Hitler’s 
right-hand man and now he steps 
into the open as supreme economic 
adviser of the Nazi government. 
Schacht likes to tell friends he is 
named after one of America’s great­ 
est republicans and those who seek 
a clue to Hitler’s program are look­ 
ing to Schacht. 
Two things are known of his in­ 
tentions. First, he will stick to the 
gold standard. 
Second, he favors 
large credit expansion and con­ 
trolled currency expansion, differing 
violently with Luther, who frowned 
on anything smacking of inflation 
Luther fought like a lion to re­
